va'n?ble are les': but It's progress, and that's 
sutlicient arsrrer to all oij ?c - Jors.

are to become new. Notwithstanding this 
rtpid i p sj t i in the liae of progrces, it is too 
flow for u<. It wc must start, we cm'trffird 
to go by the name progress. It ii too slow a 
word.

r: It is a truism that lu times of peace 
there are always instigators of war, acd as 
soon as a war begins there a»e ci : z -ns who 
raphatiesi'v demand negotiations of p«ice. 
Toe advccites of war, after an rgitation, 
longer or st-orer, generally gain the'r fearful 
ends, though the war declared is not mfre- 
quently unnecessary and unwise. 80 pence 
oerofiulons, in time of war. ultimately bring 
ebout an abandoment of tbe coi rt ct, some- 
times witbont securing advanlnges which 
ere origica'ly exp»cted from the centre. 
Tbe acitators for war in time of i»;ice and for 
peace In tim° G f wir are not necessary or 
perbap", ordinarily urp^lilic io their purpose 
or motives. Results alone de'.enn'ne whelbtr 
thev are wi»e or unwiie. 

The treaty of p ac? concluded at Guurd:upe 
R'dalgo was sccired by an irregular MbWw 
ion under ihe Doi of tbe Government. S.ime 
of tbe efforts which have been unde to bring 
about cegoti itir.r* with a view to er>d our 
civil war are krown to tbe whole world, tie 
au« tbeyhsvi em ployed foreign as well 3S 
lomestic agents. Others with whom you have 
had to dial cor I 'entiaily are knowo to your 
elf. although they have not publicly tnr.s- 
pired. O her effarts have occurred bee which 
are known only to ihe persons actaally ruov 
ingin them and to ibis Gr.vrnuicat. I sm 
cow to vive for your information an sccount 
of an sffair of some Leneral charactc r which 
recently received muoh attention here, and 
which dsubtlesn will excite iciniiy abroad. 

A few d»vs a^o F. B. Blair, E q, obteiaed 
from tbe President a simtla leav^ to pass 
through oar line': wi bout definite v : ews 
known to Ihe g >verrment Mr. Blair v'sited 
T! cbm^cd, and on his return fhowed to the 
President o letter which Jeff Davis ho 1 writ- 
ten to M-.

The Richmond psr'y w»re informed that 
Cotgrers had, on the 31st, adopted by a con- 
stitutional majority a resolution submitUrg 
to the States toe proposition to abolish slav- 
ery throughout the Unfoo, and that there Is 
every reason to expect It will be accepted b> 
three sixths of tbe Slates, so as to 
part of tbe Cotstiiution. The 
ended by mutual aceiai< 
producing an agreement.
